"True-to-Nature" Study and its Lesson

TAKE a look at our frontispiece! 
What an interesting, fascinat- 
ing picture, is it not? What n 
familiarly charming story without 
words ! How it recalls to many of us 
by-gone days, while to others it Is a 
vivid illustration of present day ex- 
periences! Let us try and read the 
story it tolls. 

In the background ean bo seen a 
portion of what appears to be a com- 
fortable, well-kept hqnv2, with vines 
and shrubs, indicating taste and 
thrift. The leafless branches and 
snow-covered ground speak of Winter- 
lime, ivhen nature sleeps — a simili- 
tude of death. 

In the foreground stands un old- 
fashioned log pump, with its long 
wooden handle and cast-iron spout- 
Not in any sense "a thing of beauty," 
but of inestimable worth, ail the 
same. Down Jn the bowels of the 
earth flows a plentiful supply of 
sparkling spring water. Pure water! 
Who can estimate its value to man 
or beast? It is unquestionably one 
of God's greatest gifts in all crea- 
tion, supplying as jt does an indis- 
pensable need! What greater calamity 
could befall any person than to be 
parched with thirst, and without a 
drop of water to quench the awful 
burning. It reminds one of the 
"rich man in hell," Awful plightl 
Unspeakable torture! Veritable Hell! 

Out of Business 

Then there is the old gentleman 
ivith the tea-kettle! What's the 
idea? He must be "queer in his 
head" — so carefully and intently 
pouring water into the pump through 
tho. top opening, instead of filling the 
kettle from the pump, through the 
spout. Either he is "a bit off," or 
something else has gone wrong! Ah, 
yes! Something else is seriously 
\vronE! Through carelesBness or 
thoughtlessness the pump has been 
exposed and unprotected from the 
frost and is frozen up. The old man 
cannot move the handle at all! What 
difference does that make? It means 
that the "Log Pump Waterworks 
System" ia "out of business," and 
the water supply is cut off. "But is 



there no water down below?" Yes, 
there ia as much vater as ever, but 
that old pump, with its pump logs 
running down through the ground 
and tapping the hidden spring, and 
its wooden handle and leather sucter 
to lift the water through the spout 
into the water vessels, is the only 
connecting link with the source of 
supply. Isn't the old pump of great 
value? I should say so! 

But whnt is the idea of the old 
gentleman with the kettle? What is 
he trying to do anyway? Simply 
this— the kettle ia filled with boiling 
water and he is trying by this 
artificial means to thaw out the frost 
and get the "waterworks system" 
into working order again. But Jie 
will be well advjsed to protect the 
pump from the frost as he wiU find 
it a harder task to keep the "system" 
working satisfactorily until the 
balmy breeaes blow. 

A "true-to-nature" gtory, is it not ? 
But as an illustration it has its appli- 
cation, in detail, in a far deeper 
sense. It aptly illustrates the spirit- 
ual work of The Salvation Army in 
many respects. 

In the "hidden spring" we have a 
type of the Water of Life, of which 
Jesus spoke to the Woman at the 
Well- In the "Comfortable Home' 
we have a counterpart of a Salva- 
tion Army Hall, where tliirsty scius 
await the di-awing and pouring out 
of the living and life-giving water. 
In the "log pump" we have a type of 
our meetings, and in its leather 
sucker, wooden handle and cast-iron 
pipe, we have duplicates of aing.ng, 
prayer, testimony and exhortation — 
"parts of the machinery"— by which 
to draw and pour out. "Jesus gave 
to the disciples, and the disciples 
gave to the multitudes." In the 
"frozen pump" we have a pitiable, 
pathetic likeness of a "dead Corps," 
frozen up by "biting frosts" of 
worldliness, indifference and selfish- 
ness. And in the "old gentlemnn with 
the Tea Kettle"— we have the em- 
bodiment of the "Head of the House" 
— the class of Commanding Officer 
who tries by artificial means — "a

.■\inoiig tile wist' men were Daniel and 
ills ihice companions, who, though 
tliey bud noi bccu called with thu 
other wise men to interpret the 
dream, were not exempt from lUe 
penalty. 

Hut Daniel saved both hla own 
head ami the heads of the world's 
greatest thinkers, first be obtained 
an extension of time before the axe 
should fail, hy promising to fullll 
the king's demand, and next he 
sought his God in prayer. Soon God 
revealed to Daniel the king's dream 
and the interpretation, a most amaz- 
ing' piopltecy ot world events to take 
place during the coming thousands of 
years. The importance of the dream 
must have startled Daniel. Daniel's 
prayer of gratitude is one of the 
most beautiful in the Blhle, aek- 
nowledging God as tbe source ot all 
wJsdoni and knowledge. Daniel's 
spirit ot gratitude and worship is one 
to he coveted today. 

Daniel went before tbe king in a 
moHt Iiumble spirit. He took no 
credit to himself tor the interpreta- 
tion ot the king's dream, but de- 
clared, -'rhere is a God in Heaven 
that revcaleth secrets, and makolh 
known to the King Nebuchadnezzar 
What shall be in the latter days." 
God can use a man who honors Him 
in this way. 

The King's Dream 

Tlie king's dream which God had 
revealed to Daniel, and which was 
told by Daniel to the king, was of an 
Image whose head was gold, whose 
breast and arras were silver, who.se 
thighs were brass, legs ot iron, and 
feet ot iron and clay. These Daniel 
iiitprprcled to represent four great 
kingdoms. Nebuchadnezzar, the Chal- 
dean, was the head of gold. Ancient 
history give-s ua the other three 
kim^doiiiK. The silver represented the 
kiUKdoiu ot Dariu.s. who with his 
armv ot Jlcdos, conquered tbe son of 
Ni'ljiirlmdnezjar. launching the dyn- 
asty of (he Medes and Persians 
which nilc'd the world tor two hun- 
<lrcd years. The brass thighs repre- 
sented Alexander the Great, the 
Greek conqueror who overthrew the 
I'lTsiaii Kmpire and bait of India. 
Julius Ciiosar, the Iron emperor, with 
his Roman legions, raade the world 
Irlbutary to Home from the British 
l.sles on the West, to fndla on tho 
East, including Northern Africa, 

Bill there were two parts to the 
dream, and the most important part 
was not that which foretold the 
great empires of the world. The 
second told of a stone, the "Christ- 
mas Stone." In this forgotten dream 
of a great, cruel, pagan king, was re- 
vealed in ilguratlve language the 
coming of Jesus to earth, and the 
spread and triumph at His Kingdom 
throughout the world. Jesus Christ 
and His Kingdom were represented 
in the dream as a stone, cut without 
hands, which smote and destroyed 
Iho Irange and became a great moun- 
tain, nillng the whole earth. In 
Donlol's Intentretatlon ot the kings 
dream he said, "The God of Heaven 
shall set up a Kingdom which shall 
never be destroyed, and the King- 
dom shall not be left to other people, 
but It shall break In pieces and eon- 
sume all these kingdoms and it shall 
stand forever ... The dream 1b cer- 
tain, and the Interpretation thereof 
sure." 



The same llgure of a rock Is used 
in connection with our Lord In other 
places in the Bible. In Deuteronomy 
He is called the "Hock of Salvation"; 
David said, "Tho Lord is my Rock 
and my Portress and my Deliverer," 
and again, "The Rock of Israel"; 
David also says, "He brought me up 
also out of an horrible pit, out of the 
miry clay, and set my feel upon a 
Rock." God said to Moses, "I will 
put thee in a cleft of the rock and 
cover thee with My hand." from 
which we have that never-dying song, 
■■Rock ot Ages, cleft tor me. Let me 
hide myself in Thee." Moses sang m 
his farewell song, "I will publish the 
name of the Lord. ... He is the 
E.ock, His work is perfect. . . . Just 
and right is He." This is the in- 
spiration for the beautiful song, 
"Jesus is a Rock in a weary land, a 
shelter in tbe time of storm." David 
prays, "Lead me to the Rock that is 
higher than I." Hy Paul and Peter, 
Christ is called a Stone al Stumbling 
and Rock ot Offence to tbe un- 
believer, but a Corner Stone to the 
righteous. 

Nebuchadnezzar, the golden head, 
proudly boasted, "Is not this great 
Dabylo'n. thai I have huilt for the 
house of the kingdom, by the might 
of my power, and tor the honor of 
my majesty?" A few years later his 
boasted Babylon was captured, and 
hi:^ drunken son, Belshazzar. slain. 

An Unalterable Decree 

But the king's dream regarding 
t^hrlst'.q Kingdom is .^illll being tul- 
liucd, Darius, the conqueror of Baby- 
lon, and the silver portion o't the 
image, was a great lover of Daniel, 
and sought to deliver him 'from the 
lions. He made a decree that every 
dominion of his kingdom should fear 
the God of Daniol. the living God, 
whose Kingdom, he said. "Shall iiot 
he destioyed, and whose dominion 
shall he even unto the end." The 
kingdom of the Medes and Persians 
soon passed Into history, but Darius' 
decree concerning God's Kingdom 
stands to-day as unalterable aa the 
laws ot tbe Medes and Persians. 

Alexander the Great, the brass 
thighs ot the image, wept for more 
worlds to conquer, but died in Baby- 
lon comparatively young as the re- 
sult of drunkenness, 

Jullns Caesar, the Roman Emperor, 
tbe iron legs ot the Image, conquered 
Europe to the Western shoree of 
Britain, end his governors ruled 
Baatern countries as far as India. He 
was murdered Just forty-one yonrs 
before the blrtb of Christ, His empire 
and glory are now but a dream, and 
he Is known now as widely as he is, 
only through the uso of tbo biBtorr 



ot his w irij is a Litin iLMhool Hut 
the Kingdom of Jesus, one ol a peo- 
ple who paid tribute to Roiiic and 
who was horn during a pilgrimage, 
ordered by the Roman governor for 
the payment ot taxe-s, far exceeds the 
old Roman Empire, and is growing 
day hy day. 

Gone is Herod, who sought the lite 
ot the Cliild Jesus, almost before the 
echo ot the angelic iluiii- had died 
away. Gone are tlio .Kclt-righteous 
priests and scribes who cried, 
■'Crucify Him, crucify Hiin ... His 
Blood he upon our heads." Gone is 
i'ilate. the cowardly politician, who, 
tor tear of the people, condemned 
the innocent Sou ot God to cruel 
scourging and the agony of death on 
the Cross, and tliougiil lo w-ash away 
his guilt Willi water. Gone are those 
wlio thought to destroy the ICingdom 
of God by burning the Bible, by burn- 
ing and tortu'ing His t'ollowors. by 
ridicule and slander, hy false doc- 
trines and deceptive pliilosophles. 
Gone are those infidels, agnostics, 
and atheists who predicted that in a 
few years there would be no Bible, 
no followers of Christ. 

No Need to Fear 

To-day Iho enemies ot Christ are 
-stitl Btviving with demoniacal energy 
to destroy His Kingdom. Christian 
missionaries are driven from their 
posts by war lords in Chluu, The 
worship ot Christ is officially banish- 
ed from tbe coninnmisl Kursed land 
ot Russia. Atheists in .Xnierica have 
orgauizcd to actively light Chris- 
tianity, but we do not need to tear. 

As declared in Daniel's interpreta- 
tion ot Nebuchadnezzar's dream, the 
Kingdom of Ciirist "Sliall never be 
destroyed . , . but it sliall brc.ik and 
eousnnie .ill these kiiigdom.s, and it 
shall stand forever," The atone that 
smote tho image became a great 
mountain and llllcd the whole earth. 
Even so shall the Kingdom ot Christ 
prevail .and endure and "fill the 
whole earth." As the foiu- kingdoms 
of the first part of the prophecy rose 
exactly us prcdiclcd, so lias the King- 
dom ot Christ arisen; and as the 
tour, earthly kingdoms fell according 
to prophec.v, so sliall Christ's King- 
dom stand and prevail forever, even 
as prophesied hy the voice of Rod 
through Daniel, His servant.

Good to See Him 

Then years passed by, and the 
next time we met, Bob was a Staff- 
Captain in the Division in which I 
had risen by now to be a Serceant, 

How good it was to see him again, 
to watch him as, with his manly 
stride, he marclied at the head of 
the procession through the busy eity 
streets, to listen to his hearty lauph 
to hear his "AmenI" when he called 
upon itie to pray. 

Army seivice led us thoui^ands of 
miles apart from one another and 
we seldom met. 

After all sorts of up-and-down ex- 
periences we found ourselves, years 
later, thrown together at l.H.Q. — in 
the same Department indeed. 

Then once a^ain Bob was sent 
across the sea, Dui'inR a brief visit 
which I paid to the land and city in 
which he was fiphting for God and 
The Army we mot— it was around 
the tca-tablp. in his Quarters.

NEW CANADIAN PLAN— DOMINION GOVERNMENT AGREES 

TO BOYS' REPAYMENTS 

Some Practical Suggestions For More and Better immigration 



COIVIMISSIONER LAMB, Inter- 
national Social Secretary and 
Director of Migration, left 
for England on the "Aquitania" 
after several weeks spent in Canada 
on the business of Empire Migration 
and Settlement, In Ottawa he was 
received by the Governor-General and 
had an interview with the Prime 
Minister. He also met all the 
Premiers and other delegates to the 
Federal-Provincial Conference, and 
strengthened The Army's arrange- 
ments with several of the Provinces. 
"From my own observations and 
from repoi-ts reaching me," the Com- 
missioner said to a Montreal corres- 
pondent before sailing, "I am im- 
pressed by the wide-spread, and 
probablv well-founded buoyancy, in 
Canada" It reminds me of pre-war 
days. ^Vho is going to take advan- 
tage of this? Will our statesmen, 
here at home, seize the opportunity 
of attracting and finding a flow of 
desirable settlers? 

Great Results With Boys 

"Nothing has given me greater 
satisfaction on this trip than the re- 
sults 1 find we are getting in our 
Boys' Work, and yet 1 ought not to 
be surprised, when I look at the 
organization we have at our disposal! 

"Here is how it works. Our select- 
ing and training capacity in the Old 
Country is approximately 1,000 boys 
per annum and more than half 
come to Canada. From over 20,000 
applications, 1,200 to 1,500 boys are 
accepted and coine to our farms at 
Hadleigh— in Essex, on the north 
bank of the Thames, about forty 
miles from London. The training 
and testing processes eliminate 
twch-e to fifteen per cent, and we 
then have the 'finished article' — 
approved by the Government as ready 
for emigration. 

"In 102e we received in Canada 
five hundred and twenty-three of 
those boys. At the end of this year 
— on the avera^^e about eighteen 
montiis after the boy's arrival — 
what do I find ? Six liave been de- 
ported: seventeen on account of sick- 
ness arid for family reasons have re- 
turned home witli our concurrence 
and help. Of the five hundred re- 
maining ninety per cent are to be 
found still at work on farms-;-aI- 
though (if I may use an Irishism) 
several of them have gone home 
(with return tickets) for Christmas! 

"Not too had — rather encouraging, 



perhaps — when there is much heart- 
searching as to the movement from 
country to the cities, and about im- 
migration to, and emigration from, 
Canada." 

Govenunent Relations 

"Have you composed your differ- 
ences with the Government at 
Ottawa?" 

"Yes — on the one point of high 
importance, the moral issue. The 
Government last year refused to 
recognize our right to require these 
young fellows to repay some part of 
the costs The Army had incurred in 
connection -with their transplanta- 
tion, and imposed conditions quite 
unacceptable to us. One result has 
been a considerably reduced move- 
ment to Canada in the past year." 

"What has happened now?" 

"The Army has prevailed. An 
amount and a period of repayment 
have now been agreed upon. The 
British Government were the first 
to accept our scheme, and they used 
their good offices at Ottawa to bring 
about the result I have just men- 
tioned." 

"Were there no other issues or 
difficulties?" 

"Oh, yes. There was the money 
que.stion'. For instance, the Govern- 
ment's decision to discontinue their 
grants towards the maintenance of 
the chain of Hostels for the reception 
of newcomers, which The Army has 
set up in different parts of the 
Dominion, has embarrassed us con- 
siderably. 

"General Booth is asking a few of 
our friends in Canada to accept this 
likbility for a short time, and to help 
us in the cost of training boys for 
this country, but does not think it 
desirable at present to make a public 
appeal in the Dominion for these 
purposes. 

"Our agreement with the British 
Government, of course, brings them 
in as contributors on a fifty-fifty 
basis." 

British Women 

"Anything else?" 

"Yes— women. And here let me 
just say this, that if we had had in 
the past year the facilities which the 
Government circular of November 
11th appears now to give us, we 
could have brought into the Dominion 
hundreds of fine, healthy, selected 
British women— without paid experi- 
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t^^^'}^ ^ *7^-' ''"* .domesticated and 
able to do plam cooking and genial 
housework, and ready^tTeneaEe^n 
household services here." 

"What about this new Government 
Circular 7 

"The procedure outlined for this, 
side impresses me as a little cumber- 
some, and the medical service beint 
organized on the other side will i 
fear, not facilitate the movements' of 
migrants. But I have promised the 
Minister we shall do our best to 
make it effective. We are already at 
work on both sides of the Atlantic 
organizing a party of women *-o 
leave Liverpool for British Columbia 
on the 10th of February, and another 
party for Ontario two weeks later. 

"V.''e now have one hundred boys in 
training at our Hadleigh, England, 
farms for early sailing in the New 
Year." 

Two Practical Suggestions 

"Have you made any suggestion t.i 
the Dominion Government with a 
riew to encourage British Immigra- 
tion?" 

"Yes— two. One is at hand and 
ready fQ.r immediate application; tho 
other requires thought, vision and 
courage, but i.s fraught with the 
greate.st possibilities. The one at 
hand is an extension of the "nomi- 
nated" passage system, along the 
lines which the Governments of 
Austrilra and New Zealand ha\'e 
found most useful. Many good 
Britishcr.s cannot come to Canarl,". 
because of the cost, and reduced 
rates are only granted to men going 
to work on the land. My suggestion 
is that reduced passages might well 
he granted to any approved persons 
for whom work is assured in Can:ui:i 
and who can get some e.stahlished 
person or organization in the Domin- 
ion to stand bond for them for a 
year or two. It would, of course, lie 
controlled hy your Government, ^hn 
would see that there was no dumping 
or flooding of the Labor Market. 

"1 know the British Government is 
ready to contribute one-half of the 
co.st of such an arrangement, 

"The other and larger scheme is — 
to lift Empire Migration and Settle- 
ment out of politics. The long vi™ 
in this work is essential, and this can 
best he secured hy a continuity of 
policy only possible hy a permanent 
non-political commission, composed 
of a few of your best men givini; 
their whole time and attention to the 
business. It is, in my judgment, a 
matter quite outside the scope of the 
existing Department."

Over-BurgermeistCT's Admiration 

Tmesdoy, 15th.— Colonel Mary, with 
Chief Secretary and otter Head- 
quarters Officers, to meet us at 
Frcderickstra.sse at S a.m. Found 
them in good spirits. To her Quar- 
ters, where 1 am to stay during this 
visit. Some important talk at once 
on our position and evident progress 
in Germany, and on proposed ad- 
vances. She is in a clocidMlly "go 
ahead'' mood, hut lack of money — 
that is the bar, that is the problem! 

Went to look at a very fine and 
useful property which could be 
bought for a m-llion marks — prohably 
one-thirti of its cost — and would lie 
suitable for several uses. But we 
are penniless — or should I say mark- 
less? 

At 4 o'clock received by Over- 
Burgernieister — or as wc should .say 
in London, Lord Mayor — of Berlin in 
his delightful home. A number of 
impoitant citizens to meet us. First 
event of this kind in this city. Some 
brief per.sonal intervie"'.<; and then 
spoke for twenty minutes or so to 
the company. As I move about the 
world 1 am daily astoniahed by the 
little under3lan<ling, often united 
with the greatest admiration of our 
Work.' The Durgeriiioistor and his 
lady are deeply interested in what 
we arc doing for the hnmeleKS, 1 eK- 
plained some matters, and 1 think he 
vAU help us. He is a lawyer of the 
vigoi'ous typo and is said to have an 
excellent influence on the life of this 
city of four million souls.

One tiling he 
obviously admires — our struggle to 
help the poorest and worst. He made 
a clever speech. We were photo- 
gi'aphed together. 

An Elixir of Life and Peace 

Soldiers' anrl Ex-Soldiers' Meeting, 
afe 7.30, In our fea Temple here. 
Some Officers already in for the 
Congress, and with them about 1,400 
people. A veri' fine meeting — sing- 
ing and prayer e.xceilcnt. Attention 
riveted. ] had .some freedom in 
speaking. The Holy Spirit came 
ilown upon us in one of tho.sc mani- 
fest and effective demonstrations of 
His power which catinot be mistaken. 
The seeking by many Soldiers of Full 
Deliverance — so intelligent— so sin- 
cere — ^was blessed indeed, and the 
return of wanderers—many of them 
Wanderers since the war — something 
tn make my old heart rejoice! About 
IGO in all came forward. Home at 
midnight rather tired — a long day 
after night in the train. But what 
an elixir of life and peace is the 
penitent-form! 

Wednesday, IGth. — Repentance Day 
—an annual call to Recollection and 
Confession which is obsci'vcd a.=i it 
general holiday throughout the Ger- 
iiSan Nation. In Berlin w'e use tite 
Circus Busch, one of the largest 
buildings in Europe, on that day. 



Afternoon, Missionary meeting. 
I'lace almost full. Mary introduced 
me, .speaking quite effectively in 
German. Great interest in the crowd. 
Colonel Allister Smith brought the 
savages of Central Africa right on 
to the platform! Felt it to he no 
slight circumstance that wc should 
be pleading for the Heathen World 
in the centre of Berlin, demonstrat- 
mg that wo care for that world. 

The Higher Patriotiam 

M.\- final words were followed by 
a most interesting Prayer meeting, 
with several volunteers for Salvation 
— all classes were represented. What 
a telling appeal is the appeal for (he 
the whole world! U touches even the 
vicious and unbelieving ye^, even 
those who in their despair think thev 
are already lost. It stirs the heart 
of the most bigoted and selfish 
nationalist. The higher Patriotism 
speaks with the Authoritv of the 
Cro.=i.s to the lower, 

Nipht, Circus crammed; hundreds 
turned away. Police most anxious 
to help us — not altogether success- 
ful! After all, we ourselves have 
had considerable experience in hand- 
ling big crowds. 

The attention of this immense and 
croM'ded audience remarkable. Every 
type and class here. We had a tell- 
ing Salvation testimony from a 
Bandsman. The s'nging of the 
Cadets touched many hearts— touched 
mine. Wycliffe spoke with real 
effect. I reasoned with the great 
host of immortal spirits, as best I 
could of rightpousnoss and peace. 1 
felt as though I was grappling with 
some difficult individual soul whilst 
really speaking with the multitude. 
The final words of my message had 
scarcely been spoken when the peni- 
tents began to come forward. What 
followed during the next hour or so 
made indeed a wondrous spectacle. 

Enormous Gathering Spellbound 

One after another the long scats in 
front of the Ring were turned and 
added to the crowded penitent-form 
already placed. Again and again 
they were filled. The unison of eries 
and prayers — the songs and re- 
sponses — and above a!l the singing 
led by the Band made an extra- 
ordinaiy experience and held the 
enormous gathering literally spell- 
bound. Many Officers were com- 
pletely exhausted by their work with 
the pen-tents; some of them, both 
men and women, won all my heart 
by their sjTnpathy and patience and 
their perseverance in dealing with 
the seekers. 

Two hundred and fifty-five persons 
eame forward maki.-jg this public 
confession, among them many mar- 
ried couples, some parents and their 
children, some teachers, some stu- 
dents, some nurses, and a few 
foreigners. Thinking about it all in 
the night I felt, what 1 have of 
course felt a thousand times before, 
that the meeting in mercy of God 
and man is the most interesting, the 
most thrSing and uplifting of all 
the experiences of human life. When- 
ever it comes, at whatever age, in 
whatever circum.stances, through 
wiiatever instrumentality, that meet- 
ing is not only of immense import- 
ance at the time, but is fraught 
with consequences we can only faint- 
ly conjecture— consequences of eter- 
nal moment. , , 

Thursday, iTlh.— Tired this morn- 
ing! Yesterday looks well on reflec- 
tion. Lt.-Coloncl Bower, my able and 
effective translator, thinks so, and He 
is a good judge. , ., „ • 

Received, with Mary, by the Presi- 
dent of the Geniian State---Marshal 
von Hindcnburg; Brigadier Hem also 
with us. We arrived nt the Presiden- 
tial Palace about 11 and were at 



once introduced into the President's 
Salon — a very simple and soldierly 
apartment. His own special inter- 
preter acted both for him and me. 
The President is quite as impressive, 
though more pleasant a figure, than 
we see in his photographs. Now 
eighty years of age, he is erect and 
vigorous, with deep, virile voice and 
arresting, even lightening, eyes. His 
first words gave the key to all that 
followed in our deeply-interesting 
talk. After taking my hand, he said 
to the interpreter, "I want to tell 
him that I thank him and his Army 
for the help they brought to my poor 
people in the hour of our sorrow and 
suffering and need. It will never he 
forgotten. I am deeply grateful and 
wish also to thank him for the work 
of The Salvation Army in Germany." 
Mary soon found her way into the 
conversation, and the President made 
it evident that he meant to help her, 
as far as he properly can, with some 
of her schemes for the poorest, es- 
pecially in Berlin, 

President Von Hindenburg Stirred 

We spoke of the ghastly condition 
of some of the homeless people, bo':h 
men and women. The President was 
quite stirred by this, and agreed that 
it was important to help them. A 
reference to our velitrious work led 
me to explain that while those who 
belong to The Salvation Array must 
have some personal experience or re- 
ligion, those who are helped by it 
mav be totallv without, and ex- 
plained The Army of the Helping 
Hand. He bowed, and said in a very 
deep and feelini? voice, "Deeds are 
more than words!" 

Mary offered any help she can 
give, and the President replied, us 
we parted, "And 1 wish to say, on 
my part, if I can help you in any 
way I am ready." „ , 

I left the Marshal and his Palace 
with some silent but moving thoughts. 
How futile is war? How vast the 
moral and spiritual deserts it leaves 
in its track! How few the blades of 
(Trass it makes to grow! How 
strangely its best conquests are con- 
quered in turn! How much the 
losers lose, how little the \yinner5 
win! The only conquests which en- 
dure are the conquests of love Ships 
and guns and passions and hatreds 
oil fail. Love is the great Winner! 
As the old song says: 

Love shall be the Conqueror, 
And bring the Glory in. 

A Good Fresa 

Officers' Councils the rest of the 
dav— about 600 present-really meet- 
ings of the flowing tide. I came very 
near to many.. Some 400 Locals 
joined us at night. I pleaded with 
them for a high example of experi- 
ence to set before the Soldiers. They 
show great progress on the two years 
since mv last visit.

Some of the newspapers begin to 
understand us. Brigadier Hein, our 
Editor here, has done yeoman ser- 
vice in this matter. 

Friday, 18th. — Officers again, 
morning and evening. Afternoon, 
Colonel Allister Smith and Colonel 
Vlas in charge. A memorable day. 
My theme in these Councils has been 
Jesus. He drew near to us, and did 
not merely pass by. At night there 
was a glorious reaching out to His 
Cross— a dedication at His altar — to 
Him. I was myself deeply moved as 
also was Colonel Wickberg, the Field 
Secretary. 



Saturday, 19th.— The Staff this 
morning in two meetings. Happy, 
and I hope useful functions. Tnesc 
Officers are rising. One or two 
interviews and correspondence. Very 
pleased mth Brigadier Eva Smith— 
the National Young People's Secre- 
tary here and most -jseful and 
valued A.D.C. to Mary.

She is brave and 
ha.s an effective hold on affairs, and 
it is evident that she is greatly 
esteemed and loved.

Left at 10 p.m. for Brussels. 

Memories! 

Sunday, 20th. — Brussels at 11. 
Onlv a moderate night. The carriage 
.shook me badly. What memories this 
place stirs! The first years of open 
and determined opposition and per- 
secution! The middle years of ridi- 
cule and unbelief! Here dear Vint 
met his death. Here dear Colonel 
Schoch fought and died. Here Bait- 
ton fired some of his biggest guns— 
with seemingly little effect! .Yet hers 
we are! A great crowd, with Com- 
missioner and Mrs. Peyron and Major 
Muller, the Sub-Commander met me 
at the station. Such singing and 
cheering as 1 had not drearned of.

My hearing apparatus 
got out of order, and quickly notic- 
ing this he made most kindly effort 
to overcome the difficulty. The 
Ambassador had brought a copy of 
some of our statistics, and the K^ng 
was specially impressed with those 
concerning the Locnl Officers. He 
asked mo how the Officers were 
linked to mo, and when I spoke of 
our Commis.^ioning system ho under- 
stood in a moment. W>-ctiffe was 
able to give a good don! of informa- 
tion, using both languages, .ind thus 
interested the Ambassador. It was 
altogether a very interesting inter- 
view. May God give His blessing!

PEACE ON EARTH 

THE CHIEF SECRETARY 

Presents Views of Aimy on War 

to a Toronto Temple Audience, 

and Urges United Action for the 

Preservation of P^ce 

On "World Peace" Sunday at the 
Toronto Temple the Chief Secretary 
made a powerful ploa for the cause 
of peace on earth, presenting The 
Army's ofllclal view regarding war 
and urging hia hearers to do all In 
their power to bring about the abol- 
ition ot this scourge of the human 
race. 

After explaining that the thoughts 
of men nearly all over the world 
were turned toward the Idea of 
world peace on that day, he gave a 
brief historical sketch of the etforte 
made by the nations of the world to 
secure this great boon for humanity, 
of the Inception of the League of 
Nstlons, the great things It has ac- 
complished, why it has not accom- 
plished even greater things, and the 
hopes and prospects for the future 
along this line, It was truly a hope- 
ful picture he held up to view; of 
thirty-two nations covenanted not to 
unsheath the sword until every pos- 
sible effort had been made to settle 
international disputes by arbitration. 

He gave praise to God for the 
flfty-slx nations that are now signa- 
tories to the League Covenant. But 
there remains much yet to be done, 
and only the united efforts of oil 
those Interested can prevent a recur- 
rence of the horrors of a deeade ago. 

Later In the meeting the Colonel 
dealt with the subject of war as 
viewed fom another angle. Speaking 
from personal observation, and from 
historical data, he spoke forcibly of 
war as the agent for the dlBsipattOD 
of material prosperity, the corrup- 
tion of morals and the destruction of 
manhood, and appealed for a unity 
of effort for Its abolition. 

He then turned to the question of 
the Individual being at peace with 
God, and appealed to those who were 
at variance with Him to cease their, 
controversy and seek HIg pardon.

CHATHAM CITADEL 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 

Citizens Give Practical Expreuion 

of Sympathy — Campaign Fof 

New Citadel Under Way 

A fire which broke out on Wednes- 
day, December 7th. caused heavy 
damage to The Army's Citadel a't 
Chatham, Ontario, the building being 
practically destroyed. 

Immediataly on hearing of the 
disaster, the Commissioner took train 
for Chatham, and steps were at ence 
taken for the erection of a new 
Citadel. A cit'zen's committee has 
been formed with Mr. Groach as 
Chairman and Mr- Coate as Vice- 
Chairman, and Ensign SquavebriRgs, 
of the Subscriber's Department, has 
been assigned to the task of collecting 
funds for the new building in con- 
junction with the committee. 

The Rood will of the citizens to- 
wards The Army is very marked, 
and it is anticipated that the neces- 
sary amount will readily be sub- 
scribed. 

On the morning after the fire the 
Presbyterian Minister rangupEnaign 
Waters, the Corps Officer, and 
offered the use of the Church Sunday 
Scheol for the week-night meetinRS. 
. The manager of the Princess Theatre, 
which is operatetl by the Famous 
Players Corporation of Toronto, also 
came forward with the gcneroua 
offer of the Theatre for the Sunday 
meetings. When the company had 
been approached regardiuK the grant- 
ing of permission for this, he said, 
thev had verj* willingly agreed to 
the' proposal. We very much appre- 
ciate the practical sympathy mani- 
fested by these gentlemen in The 
Army's hour of need. 

From a report in the Chatham 
"Daily News" we learn that the 
blaze was a stubborn one, and the 
firemen were handicapped hy ths 
dense clouds of smoke which poured 
from the burning structure. 

Five members of the fire depart- 
ment, who were fighting the blaie 
in the interior of the building, and 
several Army Bandsmen, who were 
remo\-ing their instruments, had 
narrow escapes from being trapped 
under tons of wreckage when the 
ceiling of the main auditorium 
collapsed. 

Practically all the equipment he- 
longing to the Corps was saved from 
the burning building, though some 
Band instruments were damaged.
